The reading of the Minmutes was dispensed with,

A large delegation of property owners on the west side of the Dallas
Highway, with Bob Lyles as spokesman, presented a petition asking that the
sewerage lire and facilities be extended from the most northerly point on
the Dallas Highway where the facilities now end to a peint on said Dallas
Highway sbout opposite the Alta Courts located on the east side of sald
Hghwey, Mr. Lyles stating that the property owners would cooperate in se~
curing any easements for the extension that may be neededs The group were
advised that the Council would teke the matter under esrnest consideration
and glve them an anewer, assuring them that the work will be done if it is
at all possible ,

Purasuant to published netice thereof, the public hearing on the appli-
cation of Sam R, LaGrome, Chas. Wolf, S. Bs Tunnell, Alma Reese, and
Mrs. Do A, Lane, W, T, Caswell, Thos. C. Jensen, and Mrs, W. T. McBElroy %o
emend the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin in the following particu~
lar: .

Whereupon Councilman Bartholomew moved that the change be grented
and the City Attorney be ingtructed to prepare an smendment to the Zoning
Ordinance accordingly, for passage at the next regular meeting., The motion

Pursuant to published notice thereof, the public hearing on the ap-
pPlication of Mrs. Ida Frences MeGill, through her attorneys, Looney & Clark,
to amend the Zoning Ordinance in the following particulars:

To amend the USE designation of the following described prop-‘
erty so as to change the same from VA" Residence District teo
"B-1" Residence District, to-wits '

All of Lot 14 and the south one-half of Lot 15
Block 3, Carrington?s Subdivision of Cutlots 26,
27, and 28 in Division “D*, located at 1909 C1iff
Street, in the City of Austin, Texas,

was duly oPened. '

The followlng proponents of the change were heard first, substanti-
ally as followsg o -

Ce P Herring, representing the firm of Looney & Clark, Attorneys
for Mrs, Ida Frances McGill, Applicent, plead for the change on the grounds
that the house was built for a rooming end apartment house and was used as
such at the time his client bought it; that other property in the neighbor-
hood is being used for such purpose; that scon after his client bdought the
property, the nelghbors signed a petition protesting its use as a rooming
and boarding house to the Board of Adjustment, whereupon the saild Board
granted his client speciml permission to se use the property to Juhe 1;
that sald property is only one-half block from a "B' Residence District
and is located in the University neighborhood where there is a definite
need for such Use; that it is located on a dead end street; that his client
is a widow and that is her only means of support; and he further pregenied
8 petition signed by property owners on David Street within 200 feet agree
ing to the changee

Mrs, Ida Frances MoGill, Applicant, also plead for the change on the
grounds that the house 1s not suitable for any use except as a rooming and
boarding house and no one would buy it except for that purpose; that there
are only three houses within onme bleek of her place; that she runs a qulet
house and keeps only University students, most of whom are GIs; and that
it 1s her only mesans of suppert for herself and fsmily,

Lewls Fisher also spoke in favor of the change on the grounds that
as a prior owner of the property he uzed seme as a rooming house and nothing
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¥as ever said to him sbout its being a nulsance or that he was violating
a city ordinance; that the man from whom he bought the property also used
it as a rooming house, as did the original owner; and that while he owned
the house the traffic was heavier there than at present,

The following oppoinents of the change were then heard, substantial-
ly as followss - : :

James P, Hart, Attorney, representing Dr. J. T. Patterson, property
owner, declared that a suit now pending in the courts by Mrs. McGill ageinst
Lewis Pisher on account of alleged USE of the property would proteet her
from any loss sustained; that undue emphasis is bYelng given to the needs
and desires of University studeits, and too little to those of the faculty
of the University, of which his client has been a member for many yeers,
as they, too, need a quiet place to study; tha{ people have established
their homes there becamge it is an A" Residence District; and that these
are the facts on which the Board of Adjusiment based its report in the
matter, ’

Ben Thrasher, representing Mrs., Dorothy E., Thrasher, declered that
when the original owner built the house she consulted the Building Inspector
and was told that she could put up 2 house as a residence and rent out one
spartment; that the permit was not granted for a rooming house and at ne
time until 1943 was 1t ever used 28 2 girls' rooming and boarding house;
that there is a lot of opposition to 1% on David Street; that both Mrs., Hill
and Mrs. Alexander object to it as they believe it will materially hurt the
value of thelr property and becamse of the noise and traffic there,

J. C. Hinsley, Attorney, representing O. H. Redkey, property owner,
declared thet his clients oppose the change; that one-half of the signers
on the petition presented by Mr. Herring are not within 200 feet of the
property in question and are mot property owners but renters; that by far
8 large majority of the ,propexrty owners in that area are opposed to the
change; that this is entirely an "A" Residence District, the only "BY Resi.
dence District being over 400 feet away by direct line, and 800 feet away
by street; that there are no other variations there; and that this is spot
goning and it does not seem fair to change the whole character of a neighe
borhood for private personal gein. He also presented his objections in
writinge

Donald Ps Stevens, 1112 West 22nd Stree$, declared that he bought
his property there in 1942 becemse it was a quiet neighborhood; that soon
thereafier somebody bought the property in question for a rooming house

-and that a petition protesting same was in process of being signed when
Mrs. McGIll bought the property; that it is 2 one-way street and a traffic
hazard; that he objects to the change on account of the traffic hazard as
well as the cheapening of property in the neighborhood,

Mr. and Mrs, Montgemery voiced their protests as potential owners
of property in the neighborhood, declaring that they had contracted to
buy property in this neighborhood because they considered it a quiet
neighborhood in which to rear their children where traffic was not a hazard,
but that 1f the change is granted they will not, in all probability, build
their home thsre,
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Mra. Donzld Stevons declared that they bought their home there
becanse 1t was close %o the University, to the schools, and a desirable
place in which Yo rear their childwren; that it seems unfair to people
who have invested there for asnother person to come in and start a rooming
house and those who own property not be protected by law for-its contin-
uance as residentlal, ' ' e

Mrs. G. Ms Howell volced her opposition to the change, both orally
and by written protest, on the grounds that it was most unfair that prop-
erty owners and taxpayers residing in an area over a period of 20 to 25
years should bew %9 obvious new comers with only a monetary angle behind
thelr motive,

Dre. and Mrs, Jo T Patterson voiced their opposition to the change
on the grounds that the east side of Sheal Creel from 19th to 2Uth Streets
is one of the most desiredle home-building sites in Austing that University
faculty members have built their homes there and they are permanent resi-
dente, texpayers, and contribute not only to the cultursl and intellectusl
life of its citlzena but to the commercial as well; that the street ig too
narrow to accommodate the increase in traffic; that when the matter came
before the Board of Adjustment the whole plea was for accommodations for
GIs, but that it developed later they were not all Gls; that if this change
is granted, this avea will be inveded with real estate speculatorse

O+ He Radkey opposed the change on the grounds that he has purchased
a lot there for a homesite but if the change is granted he will not build
on 1t; thet while the occupants of the house at present are fine, quied
young men thet in no respect guarantees what those who follow them will beg
that this neighborhood is by nature a desirable residential area; that it
1s unfalr that members of the University staff and others should be forced
to move a long way from the University to enjoy residential privileges; 7
and that as a person of moderate means he wants to enjoy "A® zone privileges.

Mre., Goff opposed the chenge, declaring that she moved there because
it was a quist neighborhood and does not want to see the zone changed in
this respecte

No other property owners or interested citizens desiring to be heard,
- Councilman Thornberry moved that the Council uphold the Board of Adjustment
and the change be not granteds The motion carried by the following votes

Mayor Miller, in casting his vote in the affirmative on the above
question, siated that he did so reluctantly becamse there was no other re-
